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PREFACE 


IN the few remarks I wish to make I cannot express my ideas and opinions. 
in better form or fewer words than to quote from the Badminton Library: , 
‘The breeding of hounds, perhaps even more than the breeding of horses, is — 
alottery. This is partly so because more varied qualities are necessary in a 
hound than in a horse. The latter (we are now speaking of thoroughbred — 
horses, io which, in this consideration, hounds can only be compared) fulfills 1 
the chief object of his being if he can gallop and is sound; but the hound | 
must possess nose, stoutness, speed, courage and a number of valuable qualities 
which may be briefly summed up under the head of intelligence. If a hound be q 
handsome so much the better, of course, but the best hound is the one that works best, — 
not the handsomest. Nose and _ stoutness, or dead gameness, are the two toings — 
which the breeder of hounds should first of all seek to obtain, and experience _ 
shows that no two attributes are more distinctly hereditary. The beginner, — 
therefore, should disregard all ideas of. pleasing his eyes and breed exclusively q 
from the best nosed and stoutest (or gamest) hounds of both sexes, irrespective 
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, and appearance. Of the perfect hound it is not easy to better Somer-

25? inches chest girth; 45 pounds weight; is a very smooth, hard, sty!ish, high- 
headed fellow, a dashy runner, and one of the biggest scouts and hunters. No 
woods too big for him. A No.1 start dog; runs nothing but foxes; is a lead 
dog in any company; will drop most any pack if not of the best and dashy 
hunters. He is a race horse from the word Go to the finish. He is one of the 
best ribbed dogs, with a strong arched back; has proven himself One of the 
very best stud dogs; has some youngsters that are very fast and Stylish 
hunters. Not many foxes can live long in front of COLONEL, 
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BALL was whelped Nov. 26, 1884, by Rufus, out of White-eyed Emma. BALL 
is 21 inches high at shoulder, 274 inch chest girth, 53 pounds weight; is white 
in color with a black saddle-mark on back and dark rich lemon-colored ears and 
spots on body. BALL is one of the best muscled hounds I have ever seen; has 
a big bone with a decided arched back; ribbed clear back and a powerful loin; 
has round, cat-like feet, as hard and tough as iron. BALL has been owned in 
Kentucky and Missouri; ran and bred in both states: was a fox dog in any spot 
or place, and has proved himself one of the best stud dogs in America. Runs 
_ hothing but a fox; a big scout and hunter; one of the best start dogs, and plenty 
of heels for any company. | :

TRoor was whelped in April, 1887, by W. S. Walker’s Scott. and out of his 
Lill. Scott was by Walker’s famous Old Mack, who is now owned by Captain 
T. H. Craig, of Marshall, Tex. Troop is a pure-bred Walker; stands 23 inches 
at shoulder; 28 inches around ths chest; is white and black in color, with tan 
markings; coarse, wiry, thick hair, with a nice brush to tail; 1s a big-boned, power; 
ful built fellow; has the very best of feet; runs nothing buta fox; as true as steel- 
has heels enough to run in any pack. No race is ever too long for TROoP or too 
often; he is a repeater; runs a trail honest, true and with very few losses; has 
good nose and plenty of mouth. Mr. Walker claims him to be one of the very 
best stud dogs he has known and thoroughly tested; has been bred to maby, 
and has some good young fox dogs in Kentucky. I consider him a valuable 
cross on my’smaller bitches, and for stud purposes I consider him as good as this 


country can produce.
